NOTE A—CONCLUDED. 

If we a little closely examine Mr. 
Madison's notion, that the Government 
created was in part National and im part 
Federal, and in one case bofh National 
and Federal, we shall see how import- 
ant the idea of a grant from the People 
was. His position in the Federalist was, 
that the people of the States, as one 
whole, are represented in the House of 
Representatives, and elect the President 
by their electors. If so, that People is 
a power, a political unit and beiny, dis 
tinet from the States, like the people of 
France. Nothing that is nofso can be 
represented, If the Government 18 in 
part National, then there isa Nation, 
and the people of that Nation are one 
people. Then the National powers were 
granted by the National people. The 
States sitin the Seuate, the Nation ip 
the House. The Peop@ are the consti 
tuents of the Nation. s not a confed- 
eration of States, but a unity of the 
people. The Constitution, therefore, 
really was nade by the people They 
have established a law and Constitution 
of Government, as well for the States as 
for themselves. 

Of course it would soon be seen that 
the powers were not granted bofh by the 
States and the people. The action of 
each Convention was eitber the action of 
the State, or of the people as contradis- 
tinguished from, and the creators of the 
State. So thatthe public mind wouid 
irresistibly be led to the conclusion that 
as it would have been useless to reserve 
any powers to the people, if all the pow 
ers granted were granted by the States 
as States, that therefore ali the grants 
wer®:by the people, and the reservatiolis 
to thi States were made by the peopie in 
favor jof the States. 

The new government thus began with 
two unsettled questions. The first was, 
by whom the Uonstitution was made, 
Whether by the States in their corporate 
capacity, or by the one people of all. 
The second, what was its uature? was 
it National or Federal”? 

Of course the extent of the indefinite 
and implied grants, much depended o1 
the question by whom they were tnade. 
If by the one people, there would be the 
vame rules of construction as ap).y to 
the State Constitutions,—a libersai, or 
what afterwards came to be cal’ed a iati- 
tudinarian construction. If the 
States, no powers were reserved to the 
people, to be exercised tbrough the Gene- 
ral Government, but it had ouly such 
powers as the States had agreed to exer- 
incommon. It Was not govern- 
mentof the peeple, over the States, but 
one exercised by the States jointly ; and 
its laws and Treaties were supreme in 
every State, only because they were the 
highesi exercise of power by every State. 
No State could disubey Aer vwna action, 
andthe Nationslaction was her action, 
just as her action asa State was the act, 
in law, of every cilizen. 

Mr. Madison, who had been one of the 
foremost Nationalists, even to the extent 
of asserting that the States posse ssedd no 
Sovereignty, but wanted some of its 
essential attributes, always clung to the 
notion that the government Was in part 
National. He had said soin the num- 
bers of He could not afterwards 
denv it. But he always contended that 
the Constitution was a Compact between 
the States, made by the States, or, as he 
said, by the people, but by the people as 
composing the repective States, cach 
people acting separately asaunit. That 
was mere verbiage. The action of the 
people of the State, in Convention, is the 
action of the State. The Conventions 
did not sit because the whole people of 
allthe States ordered it: they derived 
no authority from fhat source. Rach 
was authorized by the will of ihe single 
State, legislatively expressed: and its 
ratification was valid, Jecavse it was the 
act of the State, expressed in the most 
solemn form possible. 

‘The goverument was, atthe begin- 
ving, and for several years, in the hands 
of the nationalists. Hut the eyes of 
those who had been of that faith, in the 
Southern States, were soon opened, so 
far that they saw that although they had 
fortunately failed in wholly destroying 
the eyuality of the States, they had pui 
it in serious jeopardy ; aud that pretexts 
were found, and piausi®e grounds, on 
the face of the Constitution itself, for 
claiming that the Government aud Con- 
stitution really were what they had trigd 
to make them: in other words, that the 
one people, the ‘We the People of th: 
United States’ Aad madea * National 
Government; and one Nation. Then 
they united with their former antago- 
and took the of * Republi- 
ean's,’ a word which had no distinctive 
meaning; While the nationali-is, being 
in favour of enlarging the powers of the 
Federal Government at the expense of 
ihe States, came to be called * Federal- 
ists,’ at first the appre priate and honora- 
ble name of those to whom they were 
opposed, and Who were in favor of a fed- 
eral government as contradistincuished 


jrom @ national one, 


di was the course which Virginia and 
Seuth Carolina had taken in the Con- 
vention, for the selfish object of obtain- 
ing a preponderating intluence, by com- 
bination With the other large States, ip 
the new Confederacy,—not seeing, in 
their short-sightedness, that the time 
would speedily arrive when they would 
be comparatively unimportant amid the 
multitude of States, —which so much 
embarrassed their public men in arguing 
upon the nature of the Government, and 
brought their “ abstractions’ into disre- 
pute. There is little coherency or logic 
in the arguments of Mr. Madison. His 
ideas as to the real nature of the Govern- 
ment were hardly more than confused 
notions, He did not understand them 
himself. Jor the same reason, the doc- 
trine of Mr. Calhoun, and of what came to 
be called, after he arose, the South Car- 
oliu@# School, were regarded as ultra and 
extravagant by the Madisonian republi- 
cans or democrats, with whom be was 
so far fron being in unison, as to act for 
several years with the Whig party, in 
the time of General Jackson: and for 
the same See Proclamation of 
General Jacksou net Bouth Carolina 
was as positively Nationalistic as 
Mr. Webster’s arguments again-t 
liayne and Calhoun. For the same 
reason, also, the alliance between the 
States Rights Demwucracy of the South 
aud the nationalistic Democracy of the 
North was, of necessity, only temporary. 
I use the words “States Rights’’ be- 
cause the Southeru Democracy was only 
by degrees becoming anti-nationalistic, 
the masses of it being far in the rear of 
the more intelligent among the leaders, 
and carivg for pothing contained in the 
creed, @Xcept those portiong of it that 
represenle the people as governed too 
much, aud @ the true source of power, 
(which is true,) but also entitled to bave 
their momentary Will immediately en- 
forced as law, (whieh js pot true. ) 

fhe notion of the Nationalists in the 
Convention was, thalil Was necessary, 
in order to give the large States due 
weight, #ad to bave # true Goverument 
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of the people, ‘ acting directly on indi- 
viduals,’ that they should get rid of the 
‘Sovereignty’ of the States, and of the 
Federal nature of the Government, snd 
establish one resting directly on the 
People as one Nation. They therefore 
persisted in considering it as essentially 
National, ip spite of the equal represn- 
tation in the Senate, because it was 
adopted by the people in Conventions. 
And they were nided, in impressing thir 
idea upon the people, not only by the 
opular representation in the House, and 
the popular elections of Presidential 


of the Senate iteelf, because even there 
the votes Were not given or récorded as 
the votes of the States, each giving its 
single and equal vote, but each Senator 
voied for himself, the vote of a Bitate 
being often divided and annulled, 

But it was a grievous mistake to sup- 
pose that sufficient power could not 
given to the General Goverpment, or 
sufficient weight to the large States, 
without abandening the Federal plan. 
It is huodredth part so important 
that the large States should be able to 

« such messures as they desire, as 
that they should be able to prevent the 
passage of thore that may be Wrong and 
might be injurious to them. This latter 

»wer, of prevention, was given thgm, 
in the House, by their representif™n 
proportioned to numbers; and the 
States, entitied to the same ,power o! 
prevention could only have itby an equal 
vote in the Seuate. ELuch thus possess 
ing it, the result would always be, by 
mutual contessions and fair compro- 
mises, a just aud equal lepisiation. 
And, to secure the right of States whose 
interests were represented by a minority 
in both Houses, the Veto power was 
needed, of a President, owing his elec- 
tion, not to the People, but to the 
States. . 

Nor was the compromise simply be- 
tween the larwe States and thie small. 
Other interests, equally as -elfish, had a 
hund init. was,’ Mr. Hamilton 
said, in the Convention of News York, 
‘‘the interest of the Northern States, 
that there should be norestrainG bn their 
navigation, and that they should have 
full power, by a majority in Congress, to 
make commercial revulations in favour 
of their own navigationg aud in restraint 
of that ef foreiguers. Qhe Svuthern 
States withed to ‘pose @& restraint on 
the Northern, by requiring that two- 
thirds in Congress should be requisite to 
mass anact in regulation of commerce. 
‘hey were apprehensive that the re- 
straint of a navigation law would dis- 
courage foreigners, and by obliging them 
toemploy the shipping of the North- 
ern States, would probably enhance 
their freight. ‘This be:ng the case, they 
insisted strenuousiy on having that pro 
vision engrafted in the Constitution ; and 
opposing it. Oa the other hand, the 
amall States, seeing themselves embr 
by tne Confederation upon equal terms, 
wished torelain the advantages which 
they siready possessed. The large States, 
on the contrary, thought it improper 


enjoy au equal suffrage with themselves. 
From these sources arose a delicate and 
ditiicult contest. It became necessary, 
therefore, to comprom se; or the conven 
tion must have dissvivi 
ing anything. ° 
The Convention were ovliged to appoint 
a Comaiittee for accommodation. In 
this Committee the arrangement was 
formed as it now stands; aud their re- 
port was accepted.”

via, to secure this supply of negroes, 
were willing lo agree to the monopoly, 
as Well a3 lo assist the larger States in 
securing representation according to 
numbers fm the National Legislature: 
aud, Lodo this, consented to connive at, | 
in the janguage of Hamiiton, “ eradicat- 
ing and discarding the fuudamental prin- 
ciple of the old Confederation ;’’ at the 
establishment of a *‘ National Govern- 
meéenut,’’ and atthe virtual annihilation 
of the sovereignty of the States; as well 
as at the exclusion of the word * slave” 
from the Constitution. Itis no wonder 
the Union so created by the balancing of 
selfisiimesses proved as rotten as a rope of 
sand. | 


NOTE B. 
The Resolutions of the State of Vir- 
ginia, adopted on the 2lst of December, 
1795, (only ten years after the Constitu- 
tion Was made), declared : 
“3. That this Assembly doth expli- 
citly and peremptorily declare that it 
views the powers of the Federal Gov- 
ernment as resulting from the compact, 
to which the States are parties, as limi- 
ted by the plain sense and intention of 
the instrument constituting that com- 
pact; as noturther valid than they are 
nuthorized by the grants euvumerated in 
that compact; and that in case of a de- 
liberate, palpable and daugerous exercise 
of other powers not granted by the said 
compact, the States, who are the partivs 
thereto, have the right, and are in duty 
bound, to interpose for arresting the pro- 
gress of the evil, and for maintaining, 
within their respective limits, the au- 
thorities, right+, and liberties appertain- 
ing to them. 
“4. That the General Assembly doth 
also express its deep regret that a spirit 
has in supdry tostances been manifested 
by the Federal Government, to enlarge 
its powers by :orced constructions of the 
coustitulioual charter which defines 
them; and that indicatious have uap- 
peared of a design to eXpound certain 
general phrases (which having beeu 
eopied from the very limited grant of 
powers in the former articles of confede- 
ration, were the less liable to be miseon- 
sirued,) so as to destroy the meaning and 
effect of the particular enumeration, 
which necessarily explains and limits 
the general phrases, aud so as to consoli 
date the States by degrees into one sov- 
ereignty, the obvious tendency and 
inevitable result of which would be to 
transform the present republican system 
of the United States into an absolute, or 
at best, & mixed monarchy.” 
* a 
And the Report of 1799, upon these 
Resolutions and the action of other 
States ip regard to them, written by Mr. 
MADISON, said, of the third Resolution :

The question arose in the house of repre- 
sentatives as early as the 16th of June, 
1759, on the bill for establishing an 
executive department denominated the 
department of foreign affairs. ‘The firat 
clau-e of the bili, after recapitulating 
the function of the offleer and detfiuing 
his abilities, had these words: “To be 
removable from office by the president 
of the United States.”’ It was moved to 
strike out these words, and the motion 
was sustained with great ability aud 
Vigor. It was insisted that the president 
could not constitutionally exercise the 
power of removal exclusively of the sen- 
ate; that the Federalist so interpreted 
the constitution when argued for its 
adoption by the several states, that the 
constitution had no where given the 
president the power of removal, either 
expressly or by stropg implication, but 
on the contrary, had distinctly provided 
for the removai from offic- by impeach- 
ment oniy.

That the final decision of the question 
#0 made was greatly influenced by the 
exalted characterof the president then in 
office, Was asserted at the time and has 
always been believed, yet the doctrine 
was opposed as Weil as supported by the 
highest legal talent ied patriotism of 
the ceuntry. The public have acqui- 
esced in this decision and it constitutes 
perhaps the most extraordinary case in 
the history of the government, of a 
power conferred by implication on the 
executive by a bare majority of congress 
which has not Leen questioned on many 
otber occasions. The commenators add : 
“Nor is this general acquiesence and 
silepee without a satisfactory explana- 
tion.’’ 

Chancellor Kent's remarks on the 
subject are as follows: 

* On the first organizatien of the gov- 
ernment it was made a question whether 
the power of removal! in the case of 
officers appointed to hold at pleasure, 
reside nowhere but in the body which 
appointed them; and of course whether 
the consent of the senate was not re- 
quired to remove,”’ 

This was the construction given to the 
constitution while it was pending for 
ratification before the state convention 
vy’ the authority of the general act; but 
the constructiou which was given to the 
constitution by congress, after great cen - 
sideration sod discussion, was different. 
The words of the act establishing | 
the treasury department are: ‘ And 
whenever the same shall be re 
moved from office by the president of 
the United States, or in anyother case 
of vacaney in office, the assistaut shal! 
act.’’ amounted to a legislative 
construction of the constitution, and it 
las ever since been acquieseed in aud 
atted Upon a decision of authority iu 
the case. appiies equally to every. 
offleer of government appointed by 
the president Whose term of duration is 
not specially declared. It issujposed by 
the weighty reason that the sub ordinate 
otticer in theexecutive department ought 
to be held at the pleasure of the head of 
the depariment, because he is invested 
generaily with the executive authority 
aud the participation in that authority 
by the senate was an exception to a gen 
eral principle, and ought to be taken | 
strictly.

‘thus has the important question pre- 
sented by this bill been seitled, in the 
language of the late Daniel Webster, 
who while dissenting from it, admitted 
that it was -ettied by construction; set- 
tled by the practice of the government, 
and settied by statute. The events of 
the last war furnished @ practical confir- | 
mation of the wisdom of the constitution 
as it bas hitherto been maintained in 
many of its paris, including that which is 
now the subject of consideration.
